The result is that the tax thus lost 
becomes a public debt, and that debt is accumu- 
lating in this city ata rate which is startling. 
The same law, the same defect, and the same 
practice are applied to the State and County 
taxes, and the State and the Oounty annually 
lose, and lose forever, a large portion of their 
revenues, and the amount lost is increasing 
each year. Of course, the success which attends 
thie resistance of taxes in this city and county 
will soon produce—bas already produced—simi- 
lar resistance in other cities and counties, and 
may be expected, therefore, to become general. 
The result of this upon the finances of the 
city is deplorable. The city is reduced to #ton- 
dition where it must depend upon the voluntary 
payment of taxes by the citizens. Whenever a 
citizen refuses to pay, and the technical objec- 
tion is sustained, the tax is lost.

is the escape sought because the tax ‘iteclf 
is legal or unfair ; the persons who thus beat 
the city out of the taxes are rich men, including 
the large . property increases 
in value annually, an@ who, being most benefited, 
refuse to bear their burden of the public cost. 
We have, therefore, an aristocracy owning one- 
sixth of the real estate of the city, who are for- 
ever clamoring for improvements at the general 
expense, and who are exempt from taxation in 
any form, for any State, county, or municipal 
purpose, and whose taxes are made good by ad- 
ditional levy upon the rest of the community. 
In looking for the remedy for this evil, which 
is rapidly assuming proportions that must over- 
whelm the city and blast its credit, it is well to 
understand what has been done elsewhere to 
meet a like condition of things. In Massachu- 
setts no man is permitted to question the validity 
of a tax levied by competent authority until he 
has tendered or paid the tax. He then is at lib- 
erty to contest the justice or legality of the tax, 
end, if he makes out his case, he recovers his 
money. In California the tax must in like man- 
ner be first paid. In Ohio the tax levy is abso- 
lute. The contestant must take notice at the 
time of assessment, and can then endeavor to 
have his tax reduced, or, if there be errors, to 
have them corrected; after that there is no such 
thing as an appeal from a judgment on a debt 
for taxes. In all these States, and perhaps 
others, the citizen is not permitted to cripple, 
embarrass, or defeat the government in the col- 
lection of its necessary revenue. The citizen is 
not, however, ‘left without remedy, because, if 
he has been erroneously taxed, or forced 
to pay more than he really owed, he can, upon 
proper showing, get his money back. In this 
State the rule is not only reversed, but @ tech- 
nical informality is made a full discharge from 


Hlinois.. What is needed is, that the city, when 
applying for judgment, shall have the privilege 
of correcting all errors of a technical or formal 
character, and that, upon correcting these, the 
tax must be entered up as @ lien upon all the 
property of the owner. The rule which works 
so admirably elsewhere must also be adopted : 
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that, when the city or State obtains Judgment 
for taxes, exeoution may be levied, as in the case 
of any other debt, upon any property of the 
debtor. In eases where the objection is to the 
validity of the tax, the power to levy it, or. to | 
the amount levied, the remedy ebould be as in 
other States ; the objector paying his tax, and 
then resorting to the law to recover the same. 
Unless the next Legislature give relief in this 
matter, bya change in the system, there will 
soon be an end to the collection of taxes in this 
city, and generally throughout the Stato. 
THE LAW OF CONTEMPT. 
‘We differ, and we believe the people of Tli- 
nois, will differ very widely, from the views laid 
down as law by the majority of our Supreme 
Court in the recent contempt case against the 
Evening Journal. They say: 
We do not deprecate, nor should we claim the right 
to punish, any criticism the preas may choose to pub- 
lish upon our opinions, or official conduct 
im regard to cases that have passed from our jurisdic- 
tion, so long ss our action is correctly stated, and our 
official integrity is not impeached. ta 
This implies that the press must not comment 
on the official action of our Courts while an so- 
tion is pending; that, after the action is over, 
they may be punished if the Court deems their 
criticiem or statement of the action of the 
Court to be incorrect, and that no newspaper 
has the right to arrsign or doubt the integrity 
ofa Court. We deny all these propositions as 
alike unnecessary to the dune administration of 
justice, bat tending rather to encourage the ad- 
ministration of injustice, and as wholly incon- 
sistent with the needful and proper freedém of 
the press which is guaranteed by our Constitu- 
It must be remembered that the power of all 
the Judges of Courts of Record to punish for 
contempt is the same, without regardto the 
grade of the Court, or the character of the Judge. 
Occasionally, corrupt Judges, as well as corrupt 
legislators and officers, have arisen under all 
governments. Recently, in New York, three 
Judges have been overthrown for being corrupt. 
They could not have been assailed by any effect- 
ive means had not their corruption first been 
freely charged and proved in the columns of the 
newspapers, and public opinion roused by those 


pablications to the point of demanding their 
punishment. The legal powers of Judges Bar- | 


nard, Cardozo, and McOuum to punish for con- 
tempt were the same as those of the Supreme 
Court of Illincis now are. What would have 
editor to be fined who arraigned 
their integrity? The question whether it impedes 
or promotes the administration of justice to 
charge a Judge with bribery or not depends on 
whether the Judge has been guilty of bribery or 
not. If he has, the administration of justice is 
promoted by charging it in the newspapers. If 
he has not, it is impeded. But this is not a fit 
question for the Judge himself to decide. Being 
the aggrieved party, he should not sit in his 
We hope it may be long before the press 
of Illinois will be justified in charging any of 
our Courts with bribery. But should they ever 


assume the responsibility .of making the 


charge in earnest, the particular Judges who 
deem themselves aggrieved thereby will hardly 
have the audacity to determine the question 
which would be raised between the press and 
themselves. For Judges, no more than Govern- 
ors, or membéts of the Legtslature, can claim 
that the interests of justice demand that they 
shall be exempt from criticism either by the 
press or by individuals, whether it bear on their 
integrity or ability. It is only by euch right of
